To Crush Reltcllion 


NANKING, China—(/P)—Confronted 


by a national crisis growing out of the 
announcement of the death of Gen. 
Chiang Kai-Shek, the government of 
China Wednesday prohibited all dem- ! 
onstrations or political movements. 


The Nanking regime made known its 


determination to crush the rebellion in 
Shcnsi, led by Marshal Chang. 


By unanimous vote the Executive 


Yuan, meeting Tuesday night under 
chairmanship of Dr. H. H. Kung, tem- 
porarily civilian head of the govern- 
ment, decided "never to relax" opera- 
tions against subversive elements in 
the northwest and to continue General 
Chiang's domestic and foreign policies. 
! The government continued to move 
powerful loyal forces on Sianfu, cen- 


> From IwrfBri? on the East, Hupcn on 
the South and Kansu on the West, the 
Nanking divisions were completing 
.their cordon around the Shensi capital. 
Reports from nearby Loyang, in Honan 
province, said there had been fighting 
at many points on the Honan-Shensi 
border between government and rebel 
troops. 


Offers of Support 


The government asserted Marshal 


Chang had failed to enlist the support 
of'any other leader of importance in his 
rising against the authority of Nanking. 
Instead, evidences of nationwide sup- 
port of the central authority con- 
tinued to pour into Nanking, officials 
said. 


Telegrams pledging loyalty were re- 


ceived eycji from Gen. Li Tsung-Aen, 
dominant in the hitherto disaffected 
province of Kwangsi in the South, and 
from Gen. Sung hch-Yuan, chairman 
of the Hopei-Chahnr political coun- 
cil, the semi-autonomous body con- 
trolling much of North China. 


An expression of the American gov- 


ernment's sympathy with China in her 
grave crisis and hope that the Chinese 
would be able soon to settle the ex- 
traordinary issues involved was re- 
ceived at the Foreign Office, in the 
form 
of an acknowledgment from 


Washington of Nanking's previous no- 
tification of the situation in China.

Curing Fork 


Thorough chilling has more to do 


with preventing pork from spoiling 
than does any formula for curing. 


A temperature of about 34 degrees 


throughout the entire carcass within 
24 to 48 hours after killing is necessary 
to avoid the danger of spoilage. 


After the temperature conditions 


have been supplied, the next important 
step is the application of the correct 
amount of the cure in order to get 
quality, according to M. W. Muldrow, 
Extension Animal Husbandman, Uni- 
versity of Arkansas College >of Agri- 
culture. 


The 8-2-2 formula for curing (8 


pounds of salt, 2 pounds of sugar, and 
2 ounces of' saltpeter) furnishes an 
abundant amount of salt, and is less 
that is usually applied. If this formula 
is applied correctly, there will be ex- 
cess salt after the cure is completed, 
which should be removed from the 
trimmed pieces by soaking in water 
for one or 2 hours. 


The hams and shoulders should be in 


cure for 2 days for each pound, and 
the bacons one day for each pound. 


Storing the meat after curing causes 


as much concern as the matter of cur- 
ing, 
Mr. Muldrow said. In a moist 


warm climate, molding is prevalent, 
and throughout most of the state 
there will be trouble with skippers. 
Skippers can be avoided only by abso- 
lute protection from flics. If flies have 
been on the meat previous to smoking, 
the temperature of the smokehouse 
should be raised to 125 degrees .at the 
beginning of the smoke period in order 
to kill all eggs. 


After smoking, the meat should be 


wrapped in order to exclude all flies. 
Storing in a well-ventilated dry plac'e 
wiil avoid mold to a large extmt. •

Liming of Soils 


Tile Agricultural Conservation pro- 


gram has greatly stimulated interest 
in liming soils and planting legumes. 
However, unsatisfactory returns will 
result unless liming of soils is done 
properlyi 


Except'oh very acid soils, the addi- 


tion of lime will not produce profit- 
able Increases in yield of cotton, corn, 
small;grains, 'and other non-legumi- 
nous -crops are grown, states R. P. 
Bartholomew, 
-associate agronomist, 


University ' of Arkansas College of 
Agriculture.' 


Whenever 
leguminous crops are 


grown, such as re'd clover .and alfalfa, 
he soil must 'contain sufficient lime 
for their growth, since they will not 


do well Without it. When legumes, 
such as vetch, cowtxias, and soybeans 
a*o to bo grown, liming Is generally 
not nfcci&sary and, as s fUleV'wHl hot1 
produce profitable increase in yield:, 


If too much lime Is applied to,softs, 


smaller ytolds may follow liming ihan 
Were obtained before. 
• 


Lime should never be applied to a 


soil unless the soil is first tested to see 
how much lime should be applied, Mr. 
Bartholomew said. If the soil needs 
only 2 tons and 4 tons are applied, then 
an unnecessary extra cash outlay was 
made, in addition to the fact that yield 
might be decreased. 


Before any lime is applied the soil 


should first be tested by the Depart- 
ment of Agronomy at the University of 
Arkansas College of Agriculture, Fay- 
cttevillo, to determine' how much lime 
is needed. 
., The success or failure of liming al- 
so depends on the manner in which 
the lime is put into the soil. Limestone 
should never be applied before the 
land ;is brdken. The land should first 
be plowed'and then the limestone ap- 
plied and harrowed or diskiJd into the 
^Soil. If the* lime Is put on unplowed 
grown and then turned, the lime will 
be put too c|amp to do the crop -any 
good. The plowing during the secceed- 
ing year, will not replace the lime on 
top of the soil and consequently the 
application of limestone will have lit- 
tle effect in neutralizing the acid in 
the surface soil, the agronomist said.

NEW YORK.-(/P)~Should Winston
